Adjust Rates. 


Roads Are Not Overcapital- 
ized, It Says. 


Expert. Shows What It 
W ould Cost to Rebuild. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—{Exclusive Dis 
patch.] The railways of the United 
States could be reproduced for an aver- 
age of $41,030 per mile, according to an 
estimate by the “Engineering Contrac- 
tor,” which goes into the question of 
the physical valuation of railroads in 
detail in its current issue. The basis 
of reproduction is arrived at by 4 care- 
ful estimate of the cost of rebuilding 
the railways of five fairly large States. 
Having arrived at this conclusion it 
is stated that the total stocks and 
bonds outstanding and not owned by 
railway companies themselves, aggre- 
gate only $45,600 per mile of road, 
which is only 10 per cent. greater than 
the average cost of rebuilding all rall- 
roads. The conclusion made by the 
publication is that the railroads of the 
country are not greatly over-capital- 
ized and that a careful physical valu- 
ation of their properties will show that 
to be the case. 4 

It is also stated that the failure of 
the recent commerce amendment to 
provide for a physical valuation of rail- 
reads is the most serious defect of the 
law and the opinion is expressed that if 
the government does not speedily take 
steps to make such a valuation, the 
various States will do so individually 
and acting independently. 

Tt ie stated that the cost of valu 
ing all the roads would not exceed $3,- 
000,000 and that it would be worth 
while for the government to do so, even 
though the cost were several times that 
amount. 

“The now famous Spokane rate case 
demonstrated the value and the neces- 
sity of a physical vatuation of railroads, 
which is the most vital point at issue 
in determining all rate cases.” the 
article states. “With this knowledge the 
commission could have settied the rate 
cases speedily and justly as it would 
enable that body to determine what a 
railroad or a group of railroads should 
earn

Check, Signed in Name of Fugitive 
Banker, Figures in Forgery rge, 
Which Is Dismissed on Technical 
Grounde—Prosecution for issuing

Percy Patrick, formerly cashier for 
the Unit Loan Company, which went 
on the rocks several months age, ap- 
parentiy stepped from one noose into 
another yesterday. it happened during 
an examination before Juctice Summer- 
field, on a charge of forging the name 
of L. T. Sherer to a check. 

By his own testimony, Patrick 
cleared himself of the forgery charge. 
At the same time, he gave evidence 
which will be the basis for prosecuting 
him on a charge of having uttered a 
check when he knew there were not 
sufficient funds in the bank to meet it. 

Patrick was held for trial in the Su- 
perior Court several weeks ago On 4 
charge of having issued a worthless 
check on the Park Bank. It was drawn 
for $25, and was signed with the name 
of Scherer, former president of the in- 
stitution, who is now a fugitive. 

When the case was called in the 
higher tribunal. it was dismissed be- 
fore going to trial, as there was no 
way of showing that Patrick was the 
party who had willingly overdrawn the 
account. 

As there were persons who were will- 
ing to testify Patrick had represented 
that Scherer had signed the check, the 
forgery complaint was filed, even 
though it was Known that the former 
president could not be located. 

To avoid being held to answer on t 
forgery charge, Percy took the witness 
stand, yesterday. While admitting that 
he had signed the instrument. he 
pleaded that he had been given general 
authority by Scherer to sign the lat- 
ter's name. 

This spolled the forgery charge. as 
si'itement cannot be refuted, but it 
opens up the way for prosecution for 
having issued a worthless check.

DANGEROUS 


A BASE SURRENDER. 

The industrial world is well acquainted with 
the long-standing dispute between the American 
Federation of Labor aud the Buck's Stove and 
Range Company of St, Louis, Mo. The company 
under the leadership of its former president, the 
late James W. VanCleave, maintained its right to 
manage its business according to the skill and wis- 
dom of those in charge, standing for the stockhold- 
ers whose money was in the business. In pursuing 
this proper policy they came into conflict with the 
labor-union organization undertaking to control the 
workmen in the factory. and the business of the 
company, nder the lion-hearte? VanCleave the 
rights of the company were maintained. The whblé 
American Federation of Labor was drawn into this 
céntroversy, and a world-wide boycott against the 


products of the company was proclaimed. The mat- 
ter was taken into the courts, and the rights of the 
company were upheld from the court of first in- 
stance to the court of last appeal, the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor was forbidden to carry on the boy- 
cott or in any way to attempt to interfere with the 
business of the company or with the sale of its prod- 
ucts through conspiracy, combination and boycott. 

The leaders of the American Federation of La- 
tor, among others Samuél Gompers and John 
Mitchell, openly declared their intention of ignoring 
| the decision of the courts from bottom to top, and 
that they, in spite of the injunction, would carry on 
the boycott. For this the three leaders of the Amer- 
can Federation of Labor, Gompers, Mitchell and 
Morrison, were condemned to spend a term in jail. 
They gained a stay of sentence by appealing to the 
Supreme Court. ~ 


tween the leaders of organized labor and American 
industries in recent times. It was epoch-making. 
The rights of business organizations to conduct 
their business according to their own methods and 
the mischievous errors of labor organizations enter- 
ing into conspiracies “in restraint of trade” and for 
the purpose of destroying the business of manufac- 
turers were adjudicated by the courts, including 
that of last appeal, in favor of the Buck’s Stove 
Company. When the three leaders above men- 
tioned proclaimed their defiance of the courts they 
were ordered to jail. Thus the rights of the Amer- 
ican people and the wrongs perpetrated by the un- 
wise, law-defying leaders of labor-union organiza- 
tions were engrossed upon the court records and 
became established precedents for all time to come. 

The battle of freedom was won. The rights of 
the people were established. The illegal methods 
of these leaders of labor unions were stamped with 
the disapprova! of the United States government. 
There was but one thing more required to make the 
victory absolutely complete, and that was the exe- 
cution of the sentence against the three law-break- 
ers, malefactors in the eyes of the law, above named. 
. Unfortunately, not long ago the brave-hearted 
James W. VanCleave passed on, his life probably 
cut short prematurely by his long, strenuous and 
earnest conflict with these law-breaking malefac- 
tors, misleading and misrepresenting the laboring 
people of the United States. When the mortal re- 
mains of the former president of the St. Louis com- 
pany were laid away there was buried a great deal 
of the hope of American business men and of Amer- 
tean working people so earnestly longing for a com- 
plete and lasting victory over the intolerable meth- 
ods «nd illegal practices and the preposterous 
claims of the American Federation of Labor. 

After that evil day for the interests of American 
freemen, manufacturers and wage-earners alike, a 
new management came into the control of this stove 
and range company. We have the result of this 
unhappy event before us in a disgraceful, debased 
und shameful letter emanating from the office of 
the said St. Louis company and signed by its secre- 
tary. This begins, after a brief preamble, with a 
reproduction of a telegram from the arch-conspira- 
tor Samuel Gompers, signing himself the president of 
the American Federation of Labor and addressed to 
the stove company in question from Cincinnati, O., 
announcing an agreement arrived at between the rep- 
resentatives of the American Federation of Labor 
and representatives of this stove company, in which 
it is announced that “a satisfactory agreement was 
reached” between the conflicting interests in this 
iong-drawn-out battle, already won by the former 
president of the stove company backed by nearly 
every manufacturer in America, and thus thrown « 
away after his death by the new management, cow- 
vrdly of heart, unwise of head and treacherous to 
the intereste cf all the manufacturers in America, 
and of every liberty-loving wage-earner in the coun- 
try, too, 

The letter recites that “every merchant through- 
out the country has manifested deep interest in our 
controversy with the American Federation of La- 
bor.” Indeed they have, but the cowardly manage- 
ment of the Buck’s Stove Company is wrong in as- 


adjustment of the entire matter has been reached.” 
Undoubtedly the merchants of the country would 
have been delighted had the matter been settled “in 
a satisfactory” manner, but the way it has been 
settled is utterly unsatisfactory. With their .own 
hands they have closed the prison gates gaping for 
the admission of Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison 
and have delivered these malefactors out of the 
Clutch of the law. It is an unpardonable insult 
thrown in the face of every decent merchant in 
America to say that

The slavish cowards who made this base surrende 
no doubt think they are the embodiment of wisdom 
and discretion and that great benefits are tu accrue 
to them from this act.

That 
nine out of every ten wage-earners in America and 
999 out of every 1000 business men will resent this 


_ slavish submission seems to ug a foregone conclu- 
sion. That the tyrannical leaders of these law-defy- 
mg organizations new having this manufacturing 
concern supine, bound hand and foot and at its 


mercy, will proceed to use their power to the great 
detriment of the company sooner or later, is 
prophecy we do not hesitate to make. 

And shame of shames, baseness of debased acts, 
this new management of the Buck’s Stove Com- 
pany actually takes a kick at the mortal remains of 
its former great president by trying to make busi- 
ness far itself in the proclamation that the man- 
agement is changed! Shame, a thousand shames, 
in the name of every liberty-loving, “law-abiding 
American citizen, should be heaped upon the heads 
of these arrant cowards!

~ AGAINST TYRANNY OF UNIONS. 


Reports Secretary of Meri 


First Break to Free San Francisco Will Occur Today, ’ 


thants’ and Manufacturers’ 


Association, Who Has Been in Conference With Prom- 
inent Business Men and Says Unionism Killed Trade. 


FTER wearing the union yoke

borites in silence, the building con- 
tractors of San Francisco have rebelled 
against the tyrannical! oppression of 
their taskmasters. They have issued 


a declaration of independence, accord- 


ing to Secretary Zeehandelaar of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation, who returned yesterday morn- 
ing from the North, where he passed 
three days in conference with the 
prominent business men of that city. 

This morning will see the first break 
tr freedom, and what the immediate 
result will be. Zeehandelaar hesitates to 
forecast. He says that the contractors 
and builders are in deadly earnest, 
however, and that they are prepared 
to fight for the right to conduct their 
business theme ves independent of 
the machinations of the hired agita- 
tore who devote their attention 
trouble makin, 

"Two week* 80.“ 
day, “the Hod Carriers’ Union, com- 
prising some 4000 members, went on a 
strike. tying up the work of the plas- 
terers, bricklayers, and carpenters. 
The construction of bulldings is prac- 
tically at a standstill in San Fran- 
Cisco. Tomorrow morning, non-union 
men will be put in the places of the 
striking hod carriers, and then the 
fun win commence, and it is very 
probable that a general strike of the 
building trades will result. 

“Te prove the utter lack of public 
spirit, patriotiam and justice of the 
San Francisco labor, unions, the con- 
ditions that res ated n the strike of 
the hed carriers will be a poweftul 
Mustratſon. 

“These unskilled laborers are now 
being paid $4 and $4.50 for eight and 
a half hours’ work. It is necessary 
for the “od carriers to report for 
work fifteen minutes earlier in the 
morning, and fifteen minutes earlier 
in the afternecon, In order to prepare 
the mortar for the plasterers and 
brickiayers, «o that the latter may 
have the material ready to commence 
operations. 

WON'T STAND FOR IT. 

“The hod carriers now demand that 
they be paid overtime for the thirty 
minutes when they are engaged in 
mixing the ingredients necessary for 
the other workmen. One of the rules 
of the 1 Carriers’ Union is that 
no man li handle more than nine 
barrels a day, although the normal 
capacity of one man is fifteen barrels 
for eight hours’ work. 

“It has been shown that the union 
men who handied more than the nine 
barrels demanded by the unien have 
heen fined for doing an honest day’s 
werk for more than honest pay.

First Arrest le of Man Charged 
With Loitering About the Craig

LONG BEACH, Aug. 3.—The first 
step toward the enforcement of the 
new anti-picket’s ordinance that went 
into effect Monday, was made this 
morning m the arrest of Daniel Me- 
Quira, on a charge of loitering near 
the Craig shipbuilding plant, in the 
west part of the city.

The police department is to enforce 
the ordinance just as it is written, and 
the patrolmen on duty in that section 
of the city are instructed to arrest any 
man who by his actions indicates that 
he is in the vicinity of the Craig plant 
for any other than legitimate reasons.

Contest Likely on Question of the 
City incurring Debts for Proposed 

Water and Other Improve- 
ments—Water Superintendent Re- 
signs Because of Iii Health. 


MONROVIA, Aug. rue first read- 
ing at last night's City Council meet- 
ing of the call for a sewer bond elec. 
tion ushers in what is expected te be 
a bitter contest. The elections will be 
held about October 1. The cost of the 
complete sewer system is estimated at 
$120,000. 

The plans were prepared by Olm- 
stead and Gillman of Los Angeles, and 
have deen under consideration two 
years. In answer to objections offered 
when the project was first submitted 
to voters in 1909, the original plan has 
been amended by the additions of 
laterals on Violet and Melrose avenues 
two miles in length. 

The $120,000 includes provision for 
the purchase of a sewer farm. At 
the previous election there was con- 
siderable ambiguity as to the location 
and extent in cost of the farm lands 
on which options had been secured. 
This cause of dissatisfaction is to be 
eliminated by full publicity as to sites 
obta‘nable. 

At the same election bonds in the 
amount of $50,000 for improvement of 
the water system will be voted on. 
It is desired to replace with sixteen- 
inch pressure pipe the main Chapman 
wells two and one-half miles west of 
the city Umits, and to rehabilitate the 
entire distributing system south of 
White Oak avenue. 

To build the sections of the county 

roads system traversing this city 
an outlay of $70.000 will be necessary. 
Two streets, White Oak and Falling 
Leaf avenue. both — 4 the
